The writer of the above appears to have 
totally misconceived Simon Cameron, who 
does not mean that a “Waterloo” could have 
been made on the battle-field of Gettysburg 
but does mean that Lee's army might have 
been destroyed or captured belore recros­ 
sing the Potomac at Williamsport and Fall 
ing Water, some forty-five miles south o 
the battlefield. 
Lee began his retreat on 
the Fourth of July. 
The South Mountain 
passes were held by Lee’s rear guard unti 
the main body of bis beaten troops had re 
treated through them. 
Meade pursued by 
a flanking movement. 
On the8:h of July 
the Rebel rear guard, under Stuart, was 
driven out of Hagerstown, with considers 
blo loss, and on the 9lh all that w&9 left of 
the Rebel army was concentrated in post 
Hon between Williamsport and Falling 
Water, covering the crossings of the river 
at both places. 
Lee Buttered severely 
in the retreat to tho river. 
The Federal 
cavalry made several thousand prisoners 
captured and burned hundreds of baggage 
wagons, and inflicted heavy loss on the en 
emy. 
The South 
Mountains had 
been 
passed by both armies, and they were in 
the strip of territory between them and 
the Potomac. 
Lee stood at bay July 9; 
he could retreat no further on accouut ot 
the condition of the river. 
During the 
Rebel retreat, there had been heavy rains, 
aod when the Rebel army reached the 
Potomac, they found it so swollen as to be 
wholly unfordable, and 
their 
pontoons 
were not constructed until live days after­ 
wards. 
Lee’s communications with the 
South were thus interrupted, endangering 
the safety of the army. The difficulty ot 
procuring ammunition and subsistence be­ 
came very great; the swollen river stopped 
the working of the neighboring mills. 
There was not ammunition enough to Lee s 
army to have defended it tor one day’s 
fighting. The advance guard of Meade's 
army confronted Lee’s force from the hour 
the Rebels reached the river; but4tho main 
body of the Federal army was held back 
for some unexplained reason, and iwas not 
in line facing Lee until the 12th of July. 
What was Meade doing from the 8th to the 
13th of July it 
Why did he not attack on 
the 12th aud 13th ? He knew the condition 
of Lee’s army and saw that it was caught 
In a trap, with a swollen river behind it, 
and no means of crossing. 
Buford’s cav­ 
alry (which included the Eighth Illinois) 
had destroyed the 
Rebel 
pontoons at 
Falling Waters on th e6lh of July, and had, 
alter a sharp combat, inflicted severe loss 
ou General Imboden, who had reached 
Williamsport with the Rebel trams on the 
same day. 
For some inscrutable reason 
Meade 
did 
not 
arrivo 
in 
front 
of Lee until the 
12ib ot 
July, 
but 
ne 
made 
no 
attack 
that 
day, 
and he looked idly on all of the 13th at the 
rebels, who were working like beavers 
building pontoons and getting their wound­ 
ed and baggage accross. 
But why did not 
Meade attack ? Since the battle of Gettys­ 
burg he had received! more than 40,000 
reinforcements, and abundance of ammuni­ 
tion and supplies of ail kinds. 
On tho 
night of the 13th ot July— ten days after 
the close of the great battle—Lee’s army 
began to cross the Potomac, Ewe lls corps 
lording the river at Williamsport—the Po­ 
tomac having sufficiently subsided—while 
Longstreet’s aud Hill’s corps crossed upon 
the reconstructed bridge near Falling Wa­ 
ters, where most of the train had previously 
passed.

Lev. L. Is. Wheeler, of the Court Street 
Mt t hod is t church spoke yesterday to hispeo 
pie un the question of Chinese immigra. 
lion. Mr. Wheeler having lived lur years 
among them, and having been a close ob­ 
server of their characteristics and manners, 
was well prepared to speak on th;s topic. 
Ile chose for his text, Leviticus, 19:33: 
•‘Aud if a stranger sojourn with thee in your 
land ye shall not vex him.” 
The speaker prefaced his discourse by 
remarking that he was not a philo-^hloese 
and should he speak from motives ol re* 
veuge be should say little in their favor. 
lie had received many courtesies from the 
common people, and even some kindness 
from the raLk aud nobility, but he had also 
known what it was to be insulted on the 
streets because he wasu white min, and 
had been persecuted by them because he 
sought to introduce a new religion. Still 
the Christ within constrained him not to 
speak iu mil ice. 
It wm claimed that there w*as danger of 
the country being over-run 
with the 
Chinese. This fear was without founda­ 
tion, as the law of supply and demand 
would regulate this, and no more laborers 
would come Lither thin there was employ­ 
ment tor. The figures f or the past tweuty- 
five years also showed that the Asiatic em­ 
igrants numbered during the time only 
#150.000, while from the European nations 
had come about 1,570,000. 
It was alto charged that the Chinese 
were Barbarians. But a look at the coun­ 
try shows that they are large mauufactur 
era, and skilled artisans. Agriculture was 
also carried to a higher degree of improve 
moot there th ad here. Some o f their lurid 
had been nude to y ield abundant crops for 
150 years, and yet no* allowed to lose its 
Tidily. Their government was even more 
sttble and efficient than ours. They had 
Vast libraries, aud from some of 
their 
towns 10,000 sch dors would go forth atone 
tune to compete for a single prizi. 
They 
were the investors ol many wonderful 
things. To tL< iii is owed the invention of 
the com pass, of gunpowder, and cf the 
vrin'er’j* art. In commerce also they oc ­ 
cupied no inferior position. 
It was also charged that they cheapen 
labor. This was an old, old story. This 
cry hat! been raised against every new 
piece i<f machinery, which would do Work 
innerly done by hand. Mechanical in­ 
ventions has called called forth mobs, and 
eluded riots, because they did away with 
lab >r, un i yet when they had been intro­ 
duced, they were found to add to the in­ 
dustries of the country and help the labor 
mg classes. In their introduction they had 
caused suffering to s me* classes but only 
until tho old system aud the new system 
had become adjusted. The same cry was 
raised when Dish cm migration commenc­ 
ed to pour hither, ana it had been raised 
against the Germans, bul it ha9 since been 
demonstrated by experience that there was 
no cause for alarm. 
It was also claimed that the Chinese 
carry their earnings aud production out of 
the country. They leave here, though, the 
result of their labor, the public and per- 
miLcnt improvements upon which they 
have labored, aud the figures show that in 
Sau Francisco they pay onc-eixth of all the 
custom duties paid there.

The Chinese officials had 
always acted promptly to punish all offen­ 
ses committed against Americans in their 
country, even when the offenses were com­ 
mitted by other foreigners, and not by na­ 
tives. Hundreds had been thus punished, 
in many cases by death, in order to keep 
their treaty inviolate, and yet in this coun­ 
try a hundred Chinamen had been mur­ 
dered, and the government had only in 
three or (our instances punished the perpe­ 
trators of these crimes. China had paid 
over #1,000,000 for damages done to com­ 
merce by pirates, and other damages to 
mercantile interests, but America had 
never responded to any of China's claims. 
In fact, our record as a treaty-keeping na­ 
tion was a bad one. We had shaken hands 
with the Indian only to kill him. 
We had 
brought the African here only to enslave 
him, and we had invited the Chinamen 
only to persecute and murder them, and 
burn their houses. If we had kept our 
treaties as have the Canadians, we would 
not have had the deadly w ard the races 
which everywhere characterized the trout- 
Ut life. lf China has inflicted any wrongs 
on us, we also have wronged her. We 
have forced the opium traffic upon her al 
the mouth of the cannon, and have made 
fortunes from this traffic, which is worse 
than intemperance. American merchants 
and officials living in China In many in 
stances go deeper mto vice than the Chi 
nose ever do here on our shores. They 
make vast fortunes but do not invest them 
there. They spend them in Europe, and 
yet complain because the Chinese send 
home from here a portion of their wages. 
American and European steamships and 
vessels have killed all dcmmd for the hun­ 
dreds and thousands of junks which for­ 
merly plied up and down along the coast, 
and thus threw many hundreds out of em­ 
ployment, and yet complain because they 
cheapen labor here. Chiua would gladly 
give up the treaty aud wall Itself in again, ii 
it could, from foreign influences, but now 
the walls are down and they could not be 
built up agaio. 
Tho problem must be met. Cia** leg1-:- 
lation must be done away with. The leg’s. 
I a tors must take up educational questions. 
The resources ot the country must be de­ 
veloped. We had just commenced to oc­ 
cupy this continent, and in developing i*s 
vast resources of wealth, here were men 
with strong and willing loins, who could be 
used.
